The new steamship Queer of the Pa- 
cific, built in Philadelphia for the Pa-: 
cific Coast Steamship Co., arrived in 
this port yesterday. The vessel is 
thought to be the finest piece of naval 
architecture ever launched from 
Cramps’ great shipyard. She is of 
graceful model and beautiful finish, 
while her interior accommodations are 
uisu~passed by those of any other ves- 
selon the coast. Her cost is about 
$500,000. She is 336 feet long, 38.7 
feet beam, 22.6 feet depth of hold, and 
is ot 2727 tons Custom House measure- 
ment. Her cargo capacity is 1200 tons, 
with 400 tons bunker capacity, on 
a draft of 16 feet.. She is half-brig 
rigged and carries ifon masts. Her 
compound engine is of the inverted 
direct-acting pattern, with 45 and 90- 
inch cylinders and 48-inch stroke. Her 
pistons are of the valve pattern, similar 
to those of the famous Alaska. Her en- 
gine is of about 3,000-horse power, and 
is capable of giving a speed of sixteen 
knots per hoar. The boilers are eight 
in number, and consume about sixty 
tons viggoal per day when worked up to 
full pressure. Her bronze propeller, 
made in England, is 16 feet in diameter, 
with 22 feet pitch, and cost $15,000. 
The graud saloon is 37 feet 
long, 37 feet wide and 7 feet 
9 inches high. It is lighted by 12 
side ports, and contains 7 tables, capa- 
ble of seating 200 persons. The stair- 
case to the social hall is beautifully 
carved, and the social hall itself is 
tinished in mahogany in panels, relieved — 
by moulding~ and carved work. In one 
end is a large plate-glass mirror, and in 
the other is a piano, while on each side 
is a book-case containing about 250 vol- 
umes, There are two bridal cabins, 
each finished in mahogany and 
oak, with satinwood mouldings.
